TWO HCiVDRED PERSONS REPORTED DROWNED. 

The follow'ing details are given in the 
Leraiif Herald of the terrible accident at 
Smyrna : — 

■ Smyrna, Feb. 10. 

X fearful disaster has oociitred in Smyrna, 
Last night, during a crowded entertainment, 
the Cafd Kivoto, built upon piles over the 
sea, fell through, and upwards of 2i30 persons 
xvere drowned.
